Pastures  furnish  not  only  one-half  of  the 
total  feed  for  animals,  but  the  only  really 
cheap  feed. 

The  better  management  and  improvement 
of  pastures  is  one  of  the  most  important 
needs  of  American  agriculture.  Well-planned 
and  properly-managed  pastures  not  only  pro¬ 
vide  a  large  amount  of  nutrition  for  livestock, 
but  also  serve  to  keep  down  weeds.

Crested  Wheat  Grass  is  a  hardy,  drought-re¬ 
sistant  perennial  bunch  grass.  It  has  a  longer 
productive  period  than  Slender  Wheat  Grass  or 
Bromus  Inermis.  Studies  conducted  at  the  Min¬ 
nesota  Experiment  Station  by  H.  K.  Schultz  and 
H.  K.  Hayes  under  artificial  and  natural  condi¬ 
tions  showed  that  crested  wheat  grass  and  brome 
grass  are  the  most  drought-resistant  grasses. 
Alfalfa  was  found  to  be  the  most  drought  re¬ 
sistant  of  the  legumes. 

Probably  due  to  its  extensive  root  system 
which  permits  storage  of  abundant  food  reserves 
and  ready  utilization  of  water,  Crested  Wheat 
Grass  makes  an  early  and  rapid  growth.  It  has 
a  tendency  to  become  dormant  during  an  ex¬ 
tremely  hot  dry  period,  but  resumes  its  growth 
in  early  fall,  continuing  until  late  in  the  season. 
It  grows  at  low  temperatures  and  is  able  to 
utilize  the  soil  moisture  and  to  check  the  growth 
of  other  grasses  and  weeds  where  the  moisture 
supply  is  limited.  In  the  semi-arid  regions — 
Kansas,  Nebraska,  Montana,  Wyoming  and  the 
Dakotas,  this  grass  does  best,  although  it  ap¬ 
pears  to  do  well  anywhere.  When  used  as  pas¬ 
ture  for  sheep,  no  matter  how  badly  it  has  been 
subjected  to  use,  it  comes  right  up  again.

How  To  Grow  the  Crop 

Prepare  a  good  seed  bed.  Pall  plowing 
allows  early  spring  seeding.  The  seed  will 
germinate  in  water,  but  if  covered  by  soil 
underneath  the  water,  it  will  not  grow  until 
the  water  is  drained  off. 

Reed  Canary  Grass  responds  readily  to 
planting  with  a  companion  crop  such  as  Flax, 
small  grains,  Timothy  or  Bromus.  A  com¬ 
panion  crop  will  hold  the  weeds  in  check 
and  will  shade  the  ground,  keeping  it  from 
drying  out  so  quickly.  Thus,  the  Reed 
Canary  Seedlings,  which  grow  slowly  until 
fully  established,  are  protected.  After  Reed 
Canary  Grass  is  past  the  seedling  stage  it 
grows  very  rapidly,  crowding  out  all  other 
grasses  and  weeds. 


Such  yields  are  not  unusual.  The  hay  has 
ihigh  feeding  value  pnd  is  eagerly  consumed 
by  all  livestock.  One  acre  will  pasture  three 
to  four  dairy  cows  throughout  the  season. 


A  Hardy  Perennial  Grass 

Reed  Canary  Grass  is  a  perennial  and  will 
thrive  until  broken  up.  The  plants  are  cold 
resistant — both  as  seedlings  and  in  the  ma¬ 
ture  stages.  It  is  not  a  dangerous  grass  like 
Quack,  but  can  be  easily  controlled  by  plow¬ 
ing.  This  grass  grows  rapidly,  beginning 
early  in  the  spring.  The  heads  appear  about 
the  first  week  in  June  and  are  ripe  about 
four  weeks  later.  Leaves  are  broad,  light 
green  in  color,  and  the  plants  often  grow  five 
to  six  feet  in  height.  The  underground  stems 
rapidly  form  a  tough  sod  that  will  hold  up 
hay-making  machinery. 

Reed  Canary  Grass  will  produce  an  abund¬ 
ance  of  75asture  from  early  spring  until  fall. 
It  should  be  kept  grazed  very  close  except 
in  the  fall.  For  hay,  cut  when  the  heads 
begin  to  appear  as  the  grass  contains  the 
highest  feeding  value  and  is  finest  at  this 
stage. 


After  Harvesting  Reed  Canary  Seed,  a  Hay 
Crop  Can  Be  Cut  Immediately. 

Rate  of  Seeding 

Sow  any  one  of  the  following  companion 
crops  with  Reed  Canary  Grass:  flax  at  the 
rate  of  35  to  42  lbs.  i)er  acre — small  grains 
at  one-half  the  regular  rate.  Timothy  or 
Bromus  broadcast  at  the  rate  of  4  to  5  lbs. 
per  acre. 

Sow  the  seed  in  the  spring  as  early  as 
possible  so  that  the  seedlings  may  become 
well  established  before  the  weeds  begin  to 
grow.  On  very  weedy  land,  seed  late  in  June 
or  early  in  July,  discing  your  land  up  to  this 
time  in  order  to  kill  the  weeds.  Seed  in 
August  or  in  October  if  there  is  any  difficulty 
in  getting  onto  your  land  in  the  spring.  The 
seed  should  be  sown  at  the  following  rate — 
broadcast.  5  to  6  lbs.  per  acre;  drilled,  2 
to  3  lbs.  per  acre  in  16  to  18-inch  rows.  Use 
a  packer  on  peat  after  seeding.  Price;  See 
Blue  Figure  List.

The  1940  goal  will  be  divided  among 
various  crops  and  then  allotted  to  farm¬ 
ers.  Growers  may  comply  with,  or  ignore 
their  allotments,  but  in  order  to  be  elig¬ 
ible  for  maximum  subsidy  payments,  they 
must  comply.  In  addition,  they  must 
plant  land  diverted  from  soil  depleting 
crops  to  those  classed  as  soil  building,  such  as  Clovers, 
Alfalfas  and  other  legumes  and  pasture  crops. 

Again  Flax  will  not  be  treated  as  a  soil  depleting  crop 
when  used  as  a  nurse  crop  for  biennial  or  perennial  legumes 
or  perennial  grasses. 

Goals  will  be  set  for  each  farm  before  planting  time  next 
spring.  Each  farmer  will  have  a  soil  depleting  goal  and  a 


soil  building  goal.  Farmers  will  again 
receive  benefit  payments  and  parity  pay¬ 
ments  in  19  40.  They  will  also  receive 
credit  for  conservation  payments  on  their 
garden  plots.

Crop 
yields,  high  quality,  and  resulting  farm  income,  tends  to  become  more 
stabilized,  and  consequently  bring  greater  farm  prosperity  to  the  North¬ 
west.

It  is  beardless,  hard,  red  spring  wheat  which  over  many  years  of  ex¬ 
tensive  trial  has  consistently  demonstrated  its  superior  qualities  in  high 
yield,  very  stiff  straw,  and  outstanding  resistance  to  stem  rust.  Its 
milling  and  baking  properties  have  been  tested  in  the  United  States  and 
abroad,  and  it  has  received  universal  acceptance  as  high  quality  wheat. 

Many  new  rust  resistant  spring  wheats  have  appeared  recently  and 
are  now  available  for  commercial  production.  The  Minnesota  Experi¬ 
ment  Station,  after  testing  these  varieties  in  comparison  with  Thatcher, 
is  still  recommending  Thatcher  as  the  only  rust  resistant  w'heat  for 
Minnesota.

At  the  Watonwan  County  Field  Day  held  in  October,  R.  F.  Crtni, 
Extension  Agronomist,  at  University  Farm  and  Secretary  of  the  Minne¬ 
sota  Crop  Improvement  Association,  called  special  attention  to  the  fact 
that  the  moisture  content  of  the  samples  husked  varied  from  13%  to  more 
than  20%.

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Flax  is  a  Profitable  Crop 

New  Soil  Conservation  Program  Again 
Encourages  Its  Production 

In  the  north  central  region  flax  will  not  be  considered  a 
soil  depleting  crop  when  used  as  a  nurse  crop  for  biennial 
or  perennial  grasses  established  in  1940.  This  change  in 
the  Soil  Conservation  Program  was  made  to  stimulate  the 
growing  of  flax.  Production  of  flax  during  the  past  six 
years  has  been  so  small  that  the  crushers  have  had  to  im¬ 
port  large  quantities. 

Flax  is  easily  grown  if  planted  on  clean  land.  It  will 
produce  a  large  crop  under  good  growing  conditions, 
bringing  much  greater  returns  than  can  be  obtained  from 
most  of  the  grain  crops,  fl  good  flax  crop  will  usually  bring 
$25  to  $35  per  acre,  while  $20  to  $25  per  acre  is  a  good 
return  from  small  grain.  In  addition,  flax  holds  an  important 
place  in  the  soil  building  and  erosion  control  program. 


Sudan  Grass  produces  3  to  4  tons  of  hay  from  one  cutting. 


HARDY  FLAX 

VARIETIES 

There  is  an  acute  shortage  of  Seed  Flax. 

Order  early  while  supplies  are  available. 

In  the  past,  Flax  was  considered  more  as  a 
catch  crop,  to  be  planted  when  conditions  for 
other  crops  were  unsatisfactory,  or  after  all 
other  crops  were  sown.  This  is  a  very  poor 
procedure,  for  Flax  does  best  in  moderately 
warm  weather  and  if  planted  too  late  is  usu¬ 
ally  greatly  affected  by  heat  and  drought. 

To  obtain  large  crops,  sow  early  right  after 
grains  are  planted,  up  to  about  the  middle  of 
May.  The  earlier  that  Flax  is  sown,  the  bet¬ 
ter  able  the  plant  will  be  to  withstand  wilt  and 
other  diseases. 

Sow  Flax  at  the  rate  of  28  to  42  lbs.  per 
acre,  depending  upon  the  size  of  the  seed  and 
the  condition  of  the  land.  The  smaller  seeded 
varieties  such  as  Red  Wing  are  seeded  at  the 
rate  of  28  to  35  lbs,  per  acre,  or  slightly 
more  if  the  land  is  somewhat  weedy.  Bison  at 
about  35  to  42  lbs.  per  acre. 

BISON - This  variety  comes  from  the 

North  Dakota  Experiment  Station.  It  is  a 
large  seeded  type  both  rust  and  wilt  resistant 
and  is  exceptionally  popular  in  the  Dakotas, 
Minnesota  and  other  points  of  the  Northwest. 
It  has  already  replaced  many  other  varieties 
now  being  grown.  From  the  yield  standpoint 
it  will  produce  about  as  much  as  Red  Wing. 
Yields  have  been  reported  as  high  as  30  bush¬ 
els  per  acre,  but  an  average  yield  can  be 
expected  of  about  20  bushels  or  more  per 
acre.

RED  WING  FLAX - Rust  and  wilt  re¬ 

sistant.  Like  Bison  Flax,  Red  Wing  is  out¬ 
standing  for  its  resistance  to  rust  and  wilt.  It 
was  developed  by  the  Minnesota  Experiment 
Station  and  has  proven  a  good  yielder  through¬ 
out  the  Northwest.

RAPE 

FOR  QUICK  PASTURE 

Rape  is  an  annual  forage  plant  of  great  val¬ 
ue,  profitable  in  all  sections  of  the  country.  It 
can  be  grown  to  advantage  on  land  which  has 
already  produced  an  early  grain  crop,  like  oats, 
rye,  or  winter  wheat. 

Rape  provides  excellent  pasture  for  all  kinds 
of  livestock,  cattle,  hogs,  and  sheep.  It  can  be 
sown  at  any  time  during  spring  or  summer,  so 
a  good  pasture  can  be  had  whenever  it  is 
needed.  Rape  will  prepare  sheep  and  hogs  for 
market  better  and  in  less  time  than  any  other 
forage  plant. 

One  acre  is  sufficient  to  pasture  12  to  15 
sheep  from  six  weeks  to  two  months,  and  is 
the  ideal  pasture  for  weaning  lambs.  Spring 
pigs  can  easily  be  brought  up  to  200  lbs.  in 
weight  when  six  months  old,  if  fed  on  rape. 
It  is  a  mild  succulent  feed  for  cattle,  and  will 
not  flavor  the  milk,  if  the  cattle  are  pastured 
properly.  Stock  that  is  being  fed  on  rape 
should  always  have  access  to  salt. 

Two  pieces  of  land  may  be  seeded  at  once,  to 
be  used  alternately,  pasturing  one  while  the 
other  is  growing.  Do  not  graze  too  closely. 
Rape  makes  a  good  fall  pasture.

CULTURE — For  a  seed  crop,  sow  15  lbs.  per 
acre,  in  drills,  15  to  20  inches  apart.  The  crop 
should  be  harvested  with  a  grain  binder. 

For  hay,  sow  at  the  rate  of  20  to  30  lbs.  per 
acre,  using  a  grain  drill,  and  cover  from  one  to 
one  and  one-half  inches  deep.  Heavy  seeding 
makes  finer  quality  hay. 

The  hay  crop  is  harvested  with  a  regular 
mower,  when  the  Sudan  Grass  is  fully  headed 
out.  It  can  be  cut  in  the  morning,  and  if  the 
sun  is  bright,  it  should  be  raked  up  in  the 
afternoon  of  the  next  day.  After  bunching,  it 
is  placed  in  cocks,  just  the  same  as  alfalfa. 
After  it  has  been  thoroughly  cured,  it  is  re¬ 
moved  from  the  cocks  to  the  barn,  or  stacked. 
Because  of  the  large  amount  of  juice  in  the 
stems  of  Sudan  Grass,  the  leaves  cure  first  and 
the  hay  often  appears  ready  to  stack,  when  it 
is  not.  Therefore,  the  only  sure  way  to  avoid 
heating,  is  to  allow  Sudan  Grass  to  remain  in 
cocks  long  enough  for  the  stems  to  become  dry. 
The  leaves  are  retained  well,  and  if  cut  at  the 
right  stage  will  make  a  bright,  leafy,  sweet, 
hay,  of  the  very  best  quality. 

Plant  Legumes  with  Sudan 

Sudan  Grass  grown  with  legumes,  such  as 
soy  beans,,  makes  a  well-balanced  mixture  for 
pasture,  ensilage  and  hay.  Sudan  Grass  grows 
stiffly  erect,  with  stems  strong  enough  to  sup¬ 
port  the  vines  and  makes  harvesting  easier,  by 
keeping  them  off  the  ground.

Combination 

As  a  nurse  crop  for  Alfalfa,  Clovers  or 
Grasses,  Flax  has  no  equal,  because  it  does 
not  heavily  shade  the  young  forage  plants 
and  its  sturdy  stubble  affords  winter  protec¬ 
tion.  The  flax  plants’  open  habit  of  growth 
and  the  presence  of  legumes  and  grasses  in 
combination  also  aid  in  controlling  weeds. 

We  recommend  seeding  a  normal  rate  of

A  Clover  or  Grass  Seed  attachment  to  the 
grain  drill  may  be  used,  sowing  the  seed 
ahead  of  the  drill  and  covering  it  lightly 
with  a  harrow. 


Wheat — Flax 
Combination 

A  combination  of  15  to  20  lbs.  of  Flax 
and  45  lbs.  of  Seed  Wheat  per  acre  sown  at 
the  usual  wheat  seeding  time  has  an  advan¬ 
tage  over  flax  alone,  particularly  in  the  con¬ 
trol  of  such  weeds  as  lamb’s  quarters  and 
wild  buckwheat.  This  early  seeding  which 
gives  the  wheat  the  best  chance  for  develop¬ 
ment,  provides  the  best  conditions  for  the 
growth  of  the  flax  also. 

Yields  of  10  bushels  of  flax  and  15  to  20 
bushels  of  wheat  are  not  uncommon,  with  a 
combined  seeding.  When  threshed,  they  are 
easily  separated  with  an  ordinary  fanning 
mill  and  can  be  sold  at  highest  market  value 
because  the  quality  of  the  graiii  is  usually 
very  good.  There  is  less  danger  of  damage 
to  either  crop  from  disease  or  lodging  when 
grown  in  combination.

Canada  Yellow  Field  Peas

Field  Peas  are  an  important  class  of  legumes, 
and  should  be  more  generally  planted.  Few 
farmers  know  the  value  of  Field  Peas  as  a  hay 
crop  and  fertilizer.  They  fit  into  crop  rotations 
well,  and  are  better  suited  to  conditions  of  the 
Northwest  than  any  other  annual  legume,  for 
building  up  worn-out  soils. 

Field  Peas  are  usually  grown  with  oats  for 
hay,  a  combination  equal  in  feeding  value  to 
clover  hay.  They  contain  more  digestible  crude 
protein  and  fat  than  alfalfa  and  corn. 

When  they  are  grown  with  oats,  they  are 
threshed  together,  and  easily  separated  with  a 
fanning  mill  after  threshing,  thereby  getting 
two  crops  from  one  operation.  Sow  2  bushels  of 
oats  to  1%  bushels  of  peas  per  acre.  Drill  the 
peas  in  4  inches  deep,  as  early  as  the  ground 
can  be  worked.  Then,  2  or  3  weeks  later,  sow 
the  oats,  drilling  it  in  the  other  way.  If  the 
oats  are  sown  with  the  peas,  they  grow  too 
rapidly,  and  check  or  smother  the  growth  of 
the  peas.

1.  In  ordinary  6  in.  rows  with  a  grain  drill, 
using  90  to  120  lbs.  of  beans  per  acre. 

2.  In  12  in.  rows,  using  a  grain  drill  and 
plugging  up  every  other  drill,  using  80 
to  90  lbs.  per  acre. 

3.  In  21  in.  row’s,  using  a  corn  planter  with 
a  bean  attachment,  the  planter  being  set 
at  the  regular  distance  of  42  in.  and  the 
rows  straddled.  Plant  about  70  to  75  lbs. 
of  beans  per  acre. 

4.  Soy  Beans  may  also  be  planted  in  rows  30, 
36  and  42  in.  apart  and  cultivated.  Plant 
35  to  45  lbs.  of  beans  per  acre. 

5.  Soy  Beans  may  also  be  broadcast,  using 
about  90  to  120  lbs.  per  acre. 


MUKDEN 

Mxikdens  were  introduced  a  few  years  ag:o  and 
are  now  being  grown  extensively.  The  reason 
for  their  popularity  is  due  to  the  fact  that  they 
matiire  a  little  earlier  than  Manchu  and  Illini, 
grow  upright  and  do  not  have  a  tendency  to 
lodge.  They  are  very  leafy,  produce  a  large 
tonnage  of  hay  and  a  high  yield  of  beans.  The 
seed  is  yellow  in  color,  resembling  Manchu,  but 
slightly  smaller.  In  southeastern  Minnesota  and 
northern  Iowa,  Mukden  is  one  of  the  most  im¬ 
portant  varieties.
